MANAGEMENT OF THE 
HEALTH CARE CENTER . 
— BY WHOM? 

by Wall. Cherry 


Assuming our efforts to eréet a 
family health care center are suc- 
cessful, one of the more serfous mat- 
ters is it, administration. Such 
questions as; Who. will manage: it, 
establish fees and hours? Who ‘will 
staff it? What. services will be of- 
fered? Who will maintain the physi- 
cal plant, do house-cleaning chores 
and the like? Who will do the col- 
Iecting of fees and accounting? 
and many more must be answered, 

There are tivo seemingly satlafac- 
tory plang for administration of the 
facility, oncé established, It could 
be totally owned and controlled by 
a ‘local corporation directed by a 
representation of its users, Super- 
vision, licensing and sanction of the 
paraprofessional staff could be con- 
tracted for, elther betweeen the cor- 
poration and a hospital, or a single 
doctor, wee 

The other concept 1s to permit 
an existing hospital to administer 
the facility in fis entirety as. an 
annex or satellite of its principal 
installation, 

Either course has its benefits and 
drawbacks, Home ownership and 
control seems simple-as a- concept, 
hut probably would be less and tess. 
simple ag ah actuality, requiring a 
fireless, ongoing group of directors 
and mos Ukely, a resident admin. 
istrator, Under this system we could 
set fees on a, sliding scale to provide 
for poor or indigent patients, We 
could. select our own staff and, if 
necessary, discharge incompetents 
or undesirables, We could make our 
facilities available to any and al) 
doctors, tio matter where they hos- 
pitalize their patients. We would 
necd to show no partiality to any 
hospitals. (The Tri-County Health 
Planning Study showed that most of 
the Bethel people chose the Rum- 
ford Hospital, A smaller but sub- 
stantial group preferred Norway, 
ine a small number selected Bar- 
lin), 

The great drawback of this con- 
cept, If we are to consider it a com- 
munity center, is the Medicaid re- 
quirement Ubat recipients be treat 
ed by or under the one-site control 
of a licensed practitioner, It scams 
unlikely that we could, on our own, 
provide enough of that kind of gers 
vice to take care of the numbers 
of needy individuals in the area. It 
is unlikely that we could, In keeps 
ing with sotind fiscal polfey, provide 
cervices without any charge. 


Another drawback would be Jack 
of expertise in procurement of sup- 
plies and equipment and all the de 
tails of management of such an 
enterprise, 


The other concept, that of giving 
control to an existing hospital, ap- 
pears to be complex and, to some. 
unpalatable, but it has merit and 
would be simpler as an actuality, 


More than a year and a onedalt 
ago the Stepheng Memorial Hospit- 
al of Norway, attempted, in co- 
operation with tie Bethel Health 
Council, to ostablish a gatellite efia- 
Je in Bethel. The deal fell throvwgh 
when the price of a building which 
was known fo be available, was 
nearly doubled. The clinie would 
have provided rotating service ‘hy 
tuembers of the medical saft of 
the hospital during limited. tours 
through the week.
